WIFE AND ENDS 
LIFEWITH RIFLE 


Gustave Krause Attacks Wom- 
an With Sandbag and 
Brass Knuckles. 


CARRIES ACID VIALS 





Creeps on Sleeping Mother and 


Boy Loaded With Tools 
of Death. 





Gustav Krause killed himself with a 
rifle in his home at 5560 Arthur ave- 


nue, after tying his 9-year-old gon to 
a bedstead and beating’ Mrs. Krause 
with a sandbag and brass knucks. 


He is supposed to have been insane 


from an injury received in a fall 20 
years ago. 

In addition to the sandbag, which 
he improvised from a small flour sack, 
Krause, carried two half-pint bottles of 
crude carbolic acid, the rifle and a 
clothes line when he crept upon his 
sleeping wife and -son at midnight 
Wednesday. His intention evidently 
was to kill both of them. 

Mrs. Emma Krause, the wife, is 50 
years old. She is in a critical condition 
at the Female Hospital with 10 scalp 
wounds, from 
long. Her husband was 56. Their boy is 
named Arthur. 

Awakened by Man Pacing Floor. 

Arthur and his'mother went to sleep 
at 9 p. m., having moved their bed into 
the kitchen of the two-story home to 
enjoy a breeze there. Krause was read- 
ing a newspaper. 

Mrs. Krause, awakened .by a hoise, 
saw her husband at 11 p. m. striding up 
and down the room, apparently in deep 
thought. She was vaguely uneasy, but 
he had been acting queerly for weeks, 
and she finally composed herself to 
sleep. 

Krause, with a bottle of acid in either 
pocket, a rope ever his shoulder, the 
brass kunckles on the hand which 
clasped the shotgun and with the sand- 
bag in the other ‘hand, woke the boy 
soon after that and threatened to kil) 
him if he made any outcry. He tied the 
boy hand.and foot to.the bed and. began 
heating Mrs. Krause. 

Boy Gives Alarm, 

Arthur, struggling violently and min- 
gling his screams with his mother’s, suc- 
ceeded in freeing himself and slipped 
through a side door onto the lawn. The 
Krause home is distant from ‘any other 
and the cries at that hour had not at- 
tracted attention. The boy ran to the 
home of the nearest neighbor, Mrs. 
Katherine Gross, at 5556 Fyler avenue, 
a block away, and cried: 

“Papa’s killing mamma!”’ 

Mrs. Gross started to dress and give 
an alarm. As she reached her door Mrs. 
Krause, terribly wounded, staggered in- 
to the yard and fainted there. 

Christopher Schiele of 6066 Arthur ave- 
nue, who heard Mrs. Krause’s screams 
after the boy escaped, ran to the house. 
He arrived just as Mrs. Krause stag- 
gered out. At the same moment a shot 
rang out and Schiele thought Krause 
had shot his wife. He gave this report 
to the police. 

Police Fear to Enter House. 

Mounted Patrolman Buckley took Mrs. 
Krause to the hospital. Sergt. Boiand 
and Patrolman Gibbons arrived soon af- 
terward and went to the Krause home. 
They thought Krause was armed and 
insane and feared to enter. The house 
was in darkness. 

Four hours the policemen stood on 
guard at the house. Patrolman Buckley 
then returned and told them Mrs. 
Krauge had been beaten, not shot. The 
three then entered the house. 

In a bedchamber. on the second floor 
Krause was found with a wound in his 
head from a rifle. He was dead. In 
one pocket was found a loaded revolver 
of large caliber. Extra shells for both 
revolver and rifle were in his pockets. 
Some of the acid had spilled from a bot- 
tle on the floor and was eating away 
the carpet. The brass knuckles were in 
one pocket and the sandbag lay on the 
floor beside the prostrate body. 

Paul F. Krause of. 1203 Dolman 
street, a married son, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that his father was in- 
jured by being thrown from a horse 
in the German army and was warned 
at the time that the wound in his head 
might some day result in insanity. The 
son said his father had been acting 50 
Strangely that he (Paul) appealed to 
the Health,Department for a physician 
to examine him. 

Dr. C. D. Scott, chief Central Dispen- 
sary physician, wae the man sent @ the 
house. He says Krause talked so irra- 
tionally that he intended to have him 
sent to the hospital for observation 
Thursday. 

Mr. and Mrs. Krause had been mar- 
ried 27 years. He was a truck garden- 
er. They had five children.

To Make Him Careful, 

Mrs. Vitla carried both keys in her 
pocket and she released the boy when 
the officer arrived to take him away. 

“I chained him up because he wouldn’t 
help his brother John sell papers,”’ Mrs. 
Vitla explained. 

Frank went out Wednesday afternoon 
in the rain, and sold papers willingly. 
He figured that selling: papers was a 
good dea) nicer than being dog-chained 
to the back porch or sent to the House 
of Detention. 

Mrs. Vitla told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter she wanted Frank to sell papers, 
because she was afraid if he continued 
to run about the streets aimlessly he’ 
would get run over by a car or a 
wagon. 

‘“‘When he plays with the other boys,”’ 
she said, “he just butts into things, and 
never looks where he goes. I thought 
if he had a bundle of papers under his 
arm, and was looking for customers, 
and crying his papers, he would be a 
good deal safer. That would teach him 
to be careful and watch where he goes, 

Chained in Kindness. 

‘Sc, when he wouldn't help John sell 
papers, I just chained him up with the 
dog’s chain. Oh, no, I didn’t do ir to 
hurt him—but to do him good, It was 
kindness to the boy, nothing else, sir. 
The chain wasn’t on tight and didn’t 
hur: him. I knew if he was chained up 
for a few hours he’d be willing to sell 
papers. Nothing makes an active boy 
like Frank more disgusted than to be 
tiled up somewhere. 

‘And, besides, as it turned out, the 
craining was a blessing, because, ma! 
be, it kept Frank out of jail. It's a nard 
time we mothers have to keep our chil- 
dren from being killed or. getting Into 
nadness on the streets, and we've got 4 
perfect right to chain them up for their 
owr. good if we think best.’’ 

“But you'll never. have to chain me 
any more,” said Frank.

Had Been Meeting Donnell,

lice Gillaspy that for the last five 
years, while living at home with her 
husband and two grown daughters, she 
had been clandestinely meeting Dr. 
Donnell, who she said exerted a 
“strange influence’ over her. 

Mrs. Gibbons told him that she’ was 
anxious to get back valuable presents 
which she had given to Dr. Donnell. 

In Love With Donnell. 

“Five years ago I went to his office 
tc have a tooth treated,”’ she told Gil- 
laspy. “From the very first I was fas- 
cinated by the dentist. He exerted a 
strange influence over. me and I fell 
h. love with him, He returned my fove. 
i promised to get a divorce and marry 
him. I spent all of my spare monéy on 
Dr. Doanell. I bought office fixtures 
for him, gave him cash and jewelry, 
including a diamond stud, and purchased 
a settee which is now in his office.

Dowell testified that the dentist 
laughed heartily and said Mrs. Gibbons 
had been “forcing attentions’’ on him 
for years, and was angry at him be- 
cause she believed he was attentive 
to other woren.

World Race. 

HE ASCENDS 2000 FEET 
Worshipers Tumble Out of

NORWICH, Conn., July 8—By making 
@ 12-mile flight in his airship, staying 
in the air almost 40 minutes, and riding 
at an altitude of 2000 feet, a new high 
record for dirigibie ballooning in Ameri- 
ca has been accomplished. Capt. Thom- 
as Baldwin piloted the craft he will sait 
in the Post-Dispatch and New York 
World’s $10,000 Fulton flight over the 
length and breadth of the new city and 
the old town, and reached such a height 
that the airship was visible in New Lon- 
don, 18 miles away. 

Baldwin soon reached an altitude of 
500 feet. After making a few circular 
flights around the racetrack of the Fair 


Grounds, he turned the nose of the ship 
in the direction of Norwich. 
Rides in Wide Circles. 

The airship was obedient to its master 
until the wind shifted to the East and 
struck the craft full in front. Then 
there was a struggle between the wind 
and the air sailor. To the spectators it 
seemed as if the craft stood absolutely 
still. Finally Capt. Baldwin conquered 
the ship, as he afterward put it, and, 
shifting his course so as to receive the 
wind broadside, he rode the craft about 
in a wide circle several miles in extent. 
By skillful maneuvering he got in tthe 
direction he wanted to go, and rode 
steadily toward his objective point, a 
small church spire in the distant 
Thames River Valley. 

When he reached the outskirts of Nor- 
wich the craft was 2000 feet high. 

As the craft passéd over the syna- 
gogue of Norwich, the congregation 
came tumbling out of the doors, and 
even jumped out of the windows in 
their haste to see the spectacle, leaving 
the dumfounded rabbi alone in the house 
of worship. 

* Landing Was Perfect. 

Fiying over Jail Hill, from which 
President Taft saw the fireworks last 
Monday night, Baldwin saluted the 
crowd on the roof of the Wauregan 
Hotel, dipped his pennant to yachtsmen 
at the Old Chelsea boat landing, and 
crossed the Thames River, vociferously 
saluted by steamers. 

Swinging down to the extreme end of 
Norwich, the captain guided the ship 
over the Thames again, pushing his way 
eastward down the river until he was in 
sight of Gales Ferry, where the Yale 
boat crew has its training quarters. 
Here he performed a number of evolu- 
tions and turned his ship back to the 
point from which it had taken its flight. 

When he again reached Norwich, he 
turned the craft in its own length three 
times. 

The landing was perfect. The ship, 
after its 12mile flight and ‘45 minutes 
in the air, came to the ground within 
a yard of the spot from which it had 
risen.

This decision leaves the old company 
at the mercy of the city, and it will have 
to furnish gas at the rate of 60 cents 
according to law or quit the fleld and 
vacate the streets. The penalty pro- 
vided by law is a fine of $1000 a day 
or each day that it violates the law 
of 1907. The contract with the city ex- 
pired July 6, and from now on the old 
company will not be allowed to charge 
more than 60 cents. 

However, the company will not be 
compelied to announce its.intentions in 
the matter before Aug. 1 when the 
monthly bills are sent out, at which 
timé it will be known whattrate it is 
attempting to charge.

The In- 
dianapolis Gas Co. fought this move- 
ment at every turn, but the project 
was popular and. enough of the $1,000,000 
stock was subscribed to proceed with 
the erection of a modern coal gas plant, 
which it had been figured could furnish 
60-cent gas at a profit. | 
The competing company ridiculed the 
talk that gas could be produced profita- 
bly at such a figure, but the promoters 
of the new company were steadfast, and 
it was pointed out that the old company, 
which was charging 90 cents for gas 
under a contract with the city which 
would expire in a few years, would then 
have to submit to the competition. 
About the time of the organization of 
the new company, during the session of 
the General Assembly of 1907, a law was 
passed prohibiting the city from making 
an: contract for gas at a cost to exceed 
60 cents. At the time the old company 
paid no attention to this law. 
The new company went ahead with 
its preparations and about May 1 of the 
present year began turning the gas into 
its mains and took up the work of mak- 


60-cent gas. Persons accessible to the 
maing made a rush for the new service 
and then the old company realized that 
it had a dangerous competitor. Although 
the mains of’ the new company were not 
so extensive as those of the old, they 
were side by side and it was the con- 
sumers privilege to take which he 
chose. 

Interest centered in what the India- 
napolis Gas Co. would do to meet this 
competition. The company had assert- 
ed that it could not furnish gas at six- 
ty cents and pay dividends to its stock- 
holders or even pay its operating ex- 
penses. As it was largely a water gas 
plant it was conceded by men who un- 
derstood the gas business that perhaps 
it could not do so with such a plant, 
but this was a matter that dia not 
concern the public. The old company 
began an elaborate newspaper adver- 
tising campaign in which it endeavored 
to show that gas could not be made 80 
cheaply with profit and that the new 
company would ultimately fall ag had 
many independent public service cor- 
pérations which had entered the fiela 
and had been forced later on to ask 
for authority to increase their rates 
in order to live. 


Old Company Reduces Rates, 

Finally on June 2% the old company 
announced its new schedule of rates, as 
follows: 

First 1,000 cubic feet, 90 cents. 

Second 1,000 cubic feet, 7 cents. 

All consumption in excess: of 2,000 
cubic feet, 60 cents. 

In other words it was explained, no 
matter how large the consupmtion might 
be, the monthly ‘bill would never be 
more than 45 cents in excess of a fiat 
6 cent rate. This the old company said 
would save the consumers about $200,000 
yearly. 

This schedule would be of but very lit- 
tle benefit to the small or average con- 
sumer, tn spite of the reduction. 

On the same day that this announce- 
ment was made and on the eve of the 
expiration of its ten-year contract with 
the city by which it-had been furnishing 
gas at ninety cents a thousand, the old 
company filed a suit in the federa) court 
here attacking the constitutionality of 
the @ cent gas law of 1907 and asking 
for a temporary injunction against the 
city to prevent its enforcement. It

If there were a very dead mule in 
front of your house, what would you 
do? 

Befere doing anything you might con- 
sult Fred W. Bleckman of 817 Madison 
street, whe has had extensive experi- 
ence in that line, and who knows what 
it theans te be bandied from one city 
official te another in an effort to find 
out whese duty it is to remove de- 
ceased animals. 

Mr. Bleckman recently wrote to the 
Post-Dispatch complaining that a dead 
mule had been left in front of his home 
for three days, and that, after it final- 
ly Was removed, the carcass of a herse 
was hauled out of a neighboring alley 
and left in the gutter for another day. 

A. W. Wessels, chief cierk of the 
Health Department, says he was noti- 
fied by telephone last Thursday after- 
hoon that the mule corpse was in the 
street and he called the attention of 
the garbage division te the matter at 
once. Dr. J. J. Prendergast, a_veteri- 
narian, in charge of the garbage divi- 
sion, says he sent a wagon as soon as 
possible after receiving the notice, and 
the mule’s body was hauled away.

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THE POLICE PROBLEM. 

St. Louisans who have been stuffed with fervid 

praises of police home rule as one of the choicest 
blessings of municipal goverment should read 
with interest and profit an editorial on the sub- 
ject from the New York World, which is reprint- 
ed in another column. New York has had a home 
administration of police. Its Police Commission-| 
er has been appointed by, the Mayor. The only 
modification of its home rule system is the 
power of dismissal for cause vested in the Gov- 
ernor. This check on the Mayor was adopted as 

a means of relief from unqualified home misrule 
which at times sorely afflicted the city. It was 
accepted as a compromise between municipal 
and State rule. 

But so far from regarding modified: home rule 
as a blessing The World pronounces it a curse. 
It denounces police home rule as “a fake and a 
fraud.” It declares that under home rule the 
police department has been made “a pawn in 
the game of local politics.” 

The immediate cause of The World’s disgust 
with the system is the peremptory dismissal of 
Police Commissioner Bingham by Mayor Mc- 
Clellan. It is conceded that Commissioner Bing- 
ham was an honest officer and that his adminis- 
tration had been one of the best the city has 
had. He kept the polico out of politics and so 
far as he was able, directed its energies to the 
enforcement of law and the protection of the 
public. It is charged that his chief offense lies 
in his refusal to submit to political influences and 
to accede to the demands of politicians in the 
management of the force. 

But apart from the actual experience of po- 

litical interference with public administration, 
The World argues that the police should be 
under state control because it represents the 
law-enforcing power of the state; it enforces 
state laws and was created and is regulated by 
the State Legislature. 
This is the theory upon which the police of 
St. Louis, Kansas City and St. Joseph were 
placed under State control. 
theory. But state control is not a panacea for 
all police evils. We have had our ups and downs 
under State control. We have had our police 
put into politics by commissioners appointed by 
the Governor. We have suffered under state 
control from police rings, police graft, police al- 
liances with gamblers and police control of elec- 
tions. 

The character of the police administration de- 

pends wholly upon the character of the man in 
control. A good governor will assure good po- 
lice administration under state control and a 
good mayor will assure an honest administration 
under home rule. But the average administration ; 
under state control will be better than the aver- 
age under home rule, because the forme: removes 
the police administration further from the influ- 
ence of the corrupt, vicious and criminal ele- 
ments with which the force must deal. The Gov- 
ernor is elected by the voters of the whole 
State, the majority of whom have no selfish in- 
terest in the police government of the cities. 
On the other hand, with the control of the 
police in the hands of the Mayor the vicious and 
criminal elements have an opportunity to ob- 
tain, through votes or pulls, the kind of po- 
lice administration they want. They invariably 
concentrate all their voting strength and political 
influence to that end. 
The demand for homé rule in St. Louis ‘has 
arisen from evils caused by misrule under state 
control, as the demand for state control in New 
York has grown out of the abuses of home rule. 
It may be that a system will be devised which 
will eliminate the worst evils of both. But 
after all the only sure method of obtaining good 
police administration is to elect honest, compe- 
tent men tooffice. 
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The Medical Record declares that yellow fever 
is prevalent in Cuba and is hidden under the dis- 
guise of “pernicious malaria” and “malignant 
jaundice.” The charge is also made that the 
money needed for sanitary work has been taken 
by politicians and that the danger of an epidemic 
is great. If the Cubans desire that Uncle Sam 
should again take charge of their affairs they 
have taken the right step. Interference will follow 
unsanitary conditions there as quickly as it will 
follow turbulent political affairs. The health of 
the cities on the gulf coast must be preserved 
even if it costs a number of aspiring Cuban poli- 
ticians their jobs.

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FAMOUS INDIANS 
Pontiac, the Red War Lord 


Told for the Post-Dispatch.

STATELY, solemn Indian, close- 
wrapped in a most peaceful-look- 
ing blanket, slouched into the 
courtyard of the Detroit fort one spring 
day in 1768. At his heels followed a 
throng of savages, each wearing the 
peace-blanket and carrying some article 
of sale. A more harmless crowd of In- 
dians, apparentiy, could not have been 
found in all America. 

So carefully were the blankets ar- 
ranged that the keenest.eye could not 
have discovered the arsenal of rifles, 
knives, and tomahakws that were hid- 
den beneath their folds. The leader of 
the supposedly peaceful visitors was 


F Pontiac, war chief of three Northwest- 
ern tribes and one of the greatest In- 


Gians in all history. His was the plan 
for entering the Detroit stockade at the 
head of his bravest men, disguising the 
whole party as a band of traders. Hav- 
ing entered the fort, the blankets were 


* to be cast aside, the gates thrown open 


to a larger body of hidden Indians, and 
the defenseless English garrison and 
townsfolk massacred. 

But an Indian girl had whispered the 
secret to the commandant of the garri- 
gon. So. when Pontiac stalked into the 
inelosure, he found the walls bristling 


with armed and prepared soldiers. It 
Was a venture on 


which hung his 
entire career; per- 
haps the whole 
future of Ameri- 
ca’s colonists. And the trick had failed.

Yet Pontiac's heavy copper-colored feat- 


urés showed no disappointment as he 
calmly stalked out again at the head 
of his baffled followers and proceed- 
ed to lay siege to the place. 

Pontiac was born on the Ottawa Riv- 
er, Canada, in 172. He early became 
chief of the Ottawa, Ojibway:and Pot- 
tawattomie tribes. France ruled Canada 
in those days. The northern Indians 
loved the French. The English never 
had the knack of getting on with the 
savages. But the French had. Hence, 
while the Indians were forever fighting 
the English, they-were almost always 
France's loyal] friends. When, in 1746, 
French garrison at Detroit was 
threatened, Pontiac and his braves res- 
cued the fort from peril. In 1755, when 
the British General, Braddock, bliunder- 
ed into a French-and-Indian death-trap 
near Pittsburg, Pontiac is said to have 
led the Indian section of the attack. 

Then, in 1760, when the French lost 
Canada to the English, a new Hamp- 
shire officer—Major Rodgers—marched 
with 200 English colonists to Detroit to 
take possession of that fort. Four hun- 
dred Indians lay in ambush to destroy 
the troops. Pontiac persuaded the 400 
lurking savages to give up the idea of 


attack. Then he met the colonists and 
escorted them safely to Detroit. He 


Was prepared to be the Pnglishmen’s 


friend. But the colonists did not treat 


him as he thought se great a chief 


‘ought to be treated. His friendship 


turned to hate. He plotted to destroy 


every Englishman in the West. 
The Indians have seldom stood to- 


gether in any strong or permanent con-, 


federation. Yet such was Pontiac's 
genius that he combined numbers of 
tribes into one mighty league against 
the English. He mapped out a fine plan 
of campaign. There were 12 important 
frontier forts held by the colonists. 
Pontiac arranged that at a certain date 
each of these forts was to be attacked 
and destroyed and the surrounding coun- 
try ravaged. He himself moved against 
Detroit. The Inaian girl’s treason to her 
people saved that fort from surprise. 
Pontiac then besieged Detroit. But In- 
dians have not the knowledge to conduct 
a long siege. When once the Detroit 
garrison sallied forth against Pontiac's 
camp, the colonial troops were driven 
beck again with terrific loss of life. But 
Pontiac was forced to give up the siege. 
This wrecked his whole plan of con- 
quest. For, though the Indians captured 
eight of the twelve forts and spread 
terror throughout 
the Western set- 
tlements, yet De- 
troit had been 
. the key to the 
whole situation. And Pontiac’s failure 
to capture that stronghold had lost for 
him the trust of many of his followers. 
Some of the tribes deserted. The con- 
federation fell to pieces. The war 
dragged on until 1765. Then a treaty 
was signed with the English, and Pon- 
tiac became outwardly peaceable again. 
The great conspiracy had failed. Be- 
fore another could be formed a Kaskas- 
kia Illinois Indian, in 1769, was bribed 
by an English trader to murder Pontiac. 
The price offered for the cmme was a 
barrel of whisky. 

The Illinois assassin crept up behind 
Pontiac in the forest and treacherously 
killed him. The mighty chieftain was 
buried in St. Louis with military honors, 
a tablet in the Southern Hotel lobby 
marks the supposed spot of his grave. 
His adoring followers avenged his death 
by nearly wiping out every Indian tribe 
and family in all Illinois.

‘‘No”’ has sometimes brought losses to 
the cautious and ultra-conservative man, 
but it has, on the other hand, saved 
many a man from bad investments. 

How different would have been the 
history of this country had the Southern 
States met the proposition of secession 
with a emphatic ‘‘No!”’ 

How great would have been the saving 
of honor, treasure and life had Con- 
gress in 184 voted “nay® on the Kan- 
sas-Nebraska bill, which was a vidla- 
tion of existing laws, a breach of con- 
tract and an act which filled that re- 
gion with distress, causing part of the 
territory to be known as “Bleeding 
Kansas.”’ 

Out of this condition came the John 
Brown uprising and the negative trag- 
edy at Harper's Gerry—a tragedy, how- 
ever, that was the tocsin of the great- 
est civil war in the world’s history. 

No negative note was ever struck with 
greater effect—with more momentous 
results. : 

Plutarch tells us that the Spartans, 
at their festivals, used to force their 
helots to swallow large quantities of 
raw wine, and then to expose them at 
the public tables, to let the young men 
see how disgusting a man is when 
drunk. 

While, as Plutarch says, it is not con- 
sistent with humanity or with civil jus- 
tice to correct one man’s morals by cor- 
rupting those of another, it is, neverthe- 
less, Wise to learn what lessons we cah 
from negative as well as from affirma- 
tive sources.

Harry Floerke had 
just got out in his single when the 
downpour came and he was forced to 
cover. The previous evening Wray gave 
a number of the men some fine points 
about the game. 

He also declared that the boats were 
not rigged right. He told the oars- 
men that their idea of sliding was 
wrong and took steps to correct it. 

“St. Louis should have some mighty 
good oarsmen, judging from the prizes 
that are offered for them to row for,” 
said Wray. “At no place in the coun- 
try are there such valuable medals or 
cups offered for rowing races. In Bos- 
ton they give the winning oarsman a cup 
or medal worth about—well it usually 
turns black before a man can get it 
home. Some of those river race trophies 
that I have already seen are beauties

It is not uncommon in the tenements 
to find mothers s'eeping on the side- 
walks with their babies. The fierce 
heat drives them from their ill-kept 
homes, to find what little relief the eut- 
side world of the tenement quarter has 
to offer. 

A dollar a week will provide pure 
milk to give the tenement baby strength 
to withstand this erdeal. Contributions 
to the Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and Free 
Ice Fund are used to distribute pure 
milk and ice among unfortunate babies, 
who have to make their life start in 
squalid surroundings.

Many a poor 
mother is living on bologna sausage 
and bread, and is hardly able to get 
enough nourishment from that to sus- 
tain her in her fight for an existence, 
to say nothing of her child. 

A new station for the distribution of 
pure milk has been opened at the Ebn 
Ezra Lodge, Jefferson avenue and Carr 
street. The.United Jewish Charities at 
Ninth.and Carr streets has established 
another clinic, Where the babies may 
be examined by a physician and pure 
milk prescribed for them. 

The babies of St. Louis are now con- 
suming 2600 bottles of pure milk every 
day, and the demand will run to 3000 
bottles before the end of the summer. 
Much money is needed to keep the 
supply up to the demand.

URGED TO BRACE UP 


We’re Too Unlucky to Wed, 
Says Man Whose Name 
She Bore.

The Coroner is investigating the sud- 
den death of a young woman known as 
Mrs. Margaret L. Sherman, who was 
found dead sitting in a chair in her 
room at 3449 Arsenal street about 10:30 
Pp. m. Wednesday, holding in her hand 
nine pages of a 12-page letter which 
she received July -5 from Frank Sher- 
man of Sacramento, Cal: The three 
first pages, apparently, had been de- 
stroyed. 

“We are too unlucky together to ever 
be man and wife,”’ wrote Sherman. “I 
forgive you for all your little mistakes, 
and I want you to forgive me. 

‘My earnest word to Ged is that he 
will help you regain your health and 
give you deserved success in whatever 
you may undertake. 

“Don’t be offended at this letter. You 
know it is the truth. Don’t think you 
will be forgotten by me, for you will 
not. If ever I Have luck again and 
make a little dough I will hunt you 
up. I must ask you not to write to me 
any more. 

“Brace up and get married. Keep 
away from traveling men. I didn’t 
want you to go to &t. Louis. You have 
cost me a lot of trouble, a ligt of money, 
and God only knows how much unhap- 
piness. 

“Once in Buffalo I came near taking 
my life. The only mistake I made was 
taking you away from Rochester with 
me witheut having enough money 
ahead. 

Urged Not to Drink. 

“My closing words are: Dear, do not 
drink; do not stay out late nights. I 
know better than you think hew you 
have been acting inSt. Louis.” 

For the past two weeks Mrs. Sher- 
man had been living at the home of 
Mrs. Frank Phillips, a friend, in whose 
house she died. She is said to have 
been in St. Louis since last March. 

Mrs. James Isbistei, who conducts a 
boarding house at 8420 Pine street, says 
Mrs. Sherman came to board with her 
in March and remained until she went 
to the Arsenal street address. 

“She had a box of tablets and two 
kinds of bottle medicines,”” Mrs. Isbis- 
tel told a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘She 
said she was employed by a chemical 
company at Fifteenth and Olive streets. 
I don’t know much abeut her.” 

Dr. A. H. Hamel, who was called 
when Mrs. Sherman was found dead, 
refused te issue a death certificate. His 
examination, he said, revealed no evi- 
dence of poisoning, or of violence.
